2.7-Mill Boost 
In Bucks Taxes 


Bucks County’s overall real estate tax rate for 
1965 will be 13.7 mills — an increase of 2.7 mills 
over last year. 


The hike is due to the county commissioners 
yesterday presenting a $7,840,466 budget calling for 
a 12.2-mill tax rate or an increase of 1.2 mills over 
the ’64 budget. 
Adds 1.5 Mills 


Additionally, financing the Bucks County Com­ 
munity College will be about $700,000, adding 1.5 
mills to the county tax structure. The 1.5 mills for 
the college will mean $4.50 annually in taxes for 
the owner of a $10,000 home. For the owner of a 
$13,(HK) home it will mean $5.85 more a year. 


Overall, the 2.7 county tax increase means 
$8.10 out of the pockets of a couple owning a 
$10,000 home with an assessed valuation of $3,000. 
To the owner of a $13,000 house assessed at $3,900, 
the 1965 tax increase will mean $10.53 more a year. 
Adoption Monday 
The tentative county budget — expected to be 
adopted by the commissioners Monday — includes 
IO mills for general purposes and 2.2 mills for the 
insitution district, which operates the county home. 
I he 1.2 mill increase in the county budget brings 
the tax for general county purposes to the legal 
limit of IO mills. The county could get more tax 
money by changing the assessment ratio. The pres­ 
ent assessment ratio gives a $3,000 assessment to 
a home with a market value of $10,000. The assess­ 
ment could go as high as 75 per cent of market 
value, or $7,500 for such a home.

MANAGUA, NICARAGUA - Delayed - Ni­ 
caraguans, like most Latin Americans, are a rath­ 
er gay and fun - loving people — those who can 
afford to be gay and fun-loving. 


They celebrate practically everything, in ad­ 
dition to innumerable national holidays and holy 
days. And, oddly enough, there are times when no­ 
body seems to know what’s being celebrated. 


For example, I’ve been in Managua, capital of 
the country, for four days and at times it sounds 
as though the town is being bombed — fireworks, 
that is. It seems that any time somebody gets 
enough cordobas together to buy a couple of sky 


rockets, aerial bombs or just plain ordinary fire­ 
crackers, he has his own little private celebration 
— even on palm-lined Malecon at any hour of the 
day or night. 


You get a little jumpy about all of this at first. 
But you accommodate yourself to it when you con­ 
sider you’re living in a lush tropical land where, 
at the moment, the temperature is hanging around 
90 degrees. 


Managua, not an especially attractive city, 
has had as many disasters during the past 75 years 
as Nicaragua has had revolutions. 


It has been devastated again and again by 
fire, floods and earthquakes.
